will report within 30 days. 


Railroad workers have voted tb 


strike if the carriers insist on a 15 
per cent wage reduction proposed 
for Oct. 1. Because of 
arbitration 


machinery contained in the labor 
law, however, employes could not 
actually walk out before Dec. 1.

were committed today to a nation- 
wide strike this weekend but* presi- 
dential intercession, postponing the 
walkout, was considered imminent. 


The strike was ordered to combat 


a 15 per cent pay cut. 
Deadlines 


were fixed late yesterday by the 
chieftains of 19 rail brotherhoods 
after tabulating a strike poll. 


The zero hour for 790,000 em- 


ployes in 18 unions constituting the 
railway labor executives association 
was 6 o'clock p. m., Friday. The 160.- 
000 members of the Brotherhood of 
Railway Trainmen were ordered to 
quit work at 12:01 a. m., Saturday. 


All of the nation's major railroads 


were involved in the dispute. 


Action Delays Strike 


Under the railway labor act such 


action automatically would postpone 
a walkout and maintain existing 
•wage scales for a 60-day 
period. 


Hence, the status quo apparentlv 
will remain until Dec. 1. 


The carriers decided on May 12 


that a wage slash was imperative in 
view of their financial condition 
The unions rejected the proposed 
cut and negotiations began on July 
13. 


The national mediation board en- 
tered the dispute on Aug. 11 when 
the rail management and the un- 
ions admittfd they were deadlock- 
ed. The failure of mediation was 
announced Aug. 31. Arbitration was 
rejected by the unions and the car- 
riers immediately fixed Oct. 1 as 
the date for the new wage scales. 
The strike poll followed. 


Mayor's Compromise Pro- 


posal Fails to Win Em- 


plovers* Approval 


New York—(JP>— Mayor LaGuar- 


dia's compromise proposal for set- 
tling a strike of 15,000 truck driv- 
ers was accepted by the strikers at 
noon today at a meeting in Mecca 
temple. The truck owners rejected 
the proposal yesterday. 


The mayor's compromise agree- 


ment calls for a two-year contract 
establishing a 44-hour week with 
no reduction in the present weekly 
base pay of $44 to $56.50. The old 
contract, which provided for a 47- 
hour week, expired Sept 1. The 
strikers, members of the Interna- 
tional Brotherhood of Teamsters 
and Chauffeurs, had asked for a 40- 
hour week without a pay reduction. 


4,000 At Meeting 


About 4.000 strikers attended the 


meeting at which the mayor ex- 
plained the situation and his desire 
to bring a-speedy end to the strike

"The German people in the year 


1918 put down their arms in the 
faith that the conclusion of peace 
with the opponents at that +ime 
would bring a realization ->f the 
principles and ideals which were 
solemnly proclaimed by President 
Wilson and just as solemnly accept- 
ed by all the powers at war as 
binding upon them. 


"Never in history has the faith 


of the people been more disgrace- 
fully betrayed than happened then 
and the conditions of peace forced 
upon the vanquished nations in the 
suburbs of Paris (Versailles) has 
fulfilled none of the promises giv- 
en. 


"On the contrary they created a 


political regime in Europe that re- 
duced the vanquished nations to

Nationality Ignored 


"One of the points which most 


clearly revealed the character of the 
dictates of 1919 was the founding 
of the Czechoslovak state and the 
fixing of its boundaries without in 
any way taking into account his- 
tory and nationality.

ation that was proclaimed by Presi- 
dent Wilson as the most important 
foundation for national life was sim- 
ply denied the Sudeten Germans.

"Insufferable ConJIUona" 


"As a consequence, conditions In 


the Czechoslovak state, as is gencr 
ally known, have become entirely 
insufferable during the last weeks. 


"Political persecution and eco- 


nomic suppression have plunged 
the Sudeten Germans into unspeak- 
able misery. 


"To characterize these conditions 


it is sufficient to refer to the fol- 
lowing: 


"At this moment we count 214,000 


Sudeten German fugitives who had 
to leave their house and hearth in 
their ancestral homeland and who 
brought 
themselves into 
safety 


across the German border because 
they saw therein the only and last 
posibility for evading the revolting 
Czech regime of force and bloodiest 
terror. 


"Countless dead, thousands of 


jured, tens of thousands of persons 
arrested and imprisoned, desolated 
villages are the accusing witnesses 
before world opinion, of an out- 
break of hostilities carried out for 
a long time by the Prague govern- 
ment wliich you in your telegram 
rightly fear. 


Cites Numbers Speech 


"Entirely aside from the German

ticipate as the result of an outbreak 
of war, these are the facts which 
compelled me in my Nurnberg 
speech of Sept. 13 to state before 
the whole world that the depriva- 
tion of rights of the three and cne 
half millions of Germans in Czecho- 
slovakia must be stopped and that 
these people if they of themselves 
cannot find justice and help, must 
receive both from the German 
reich. 


"However, to make a last attempt 


to reach the goal in a peaceful way, 
1 made concrete proposals for the 
solution of the problem in a mem- 
orandum delivered on Sept. 23 to 
the British premier, which, in the 
meantime has been made public. 


"Since the Czechoslovakian gov- 


ernment had previously declared 
itself already to be in agreement 
with the British and French gov-

"Not Lacking Patience" 


"It is my conviction that you, Mr. 


President, when you realize the 
whole development of the Sudeten 
German problem from its inception 
to the present day, will recognize 
that the German government has 
truly not been lacking either in pa- 
tience or a sincere desire for a 
peaceful understanding. It is not 
Germany who is to blame for the 
fact that there is any Sudeten Ger- 
man problem at all, and that the 
present unjustifiable circumstances 
have arisen from it, 


"The terrible fate of the people 


affected by the problem no longer 
admits of a further postponement 
of its solution. The possibilities of 
arriving at a just settlement 
by 


agreement .arc therefore exhausted 
with the proposals of the German 
memorandum. It does not rest with 
the German government, but with 
the 
Czechoslovakian 
government 


alone, to decide, whether it wants 
peace or war."

"The form given by Hitler to his 


memorandum," the government sta- 
tion announced, "is sufficient 
to 


show that it is not enough to make 
an agreement and maintain peace. 


"One feels in Hitler's memoran- 


dum a brutal desire to crush Czech- 
oslovakia as a free state. 


"The memorandum demands an- 


nexation to Germany of territory 
counting 3.736,000 inhabitants 
of 


whom 2,823.000 speak German and 
816,000 Czech. 


Say Figures Inaccurate 


"On the other hand, in the terri- 


tory where Hitler demands a ple- 
biscite there are 1,116,000 Czechs and 
only 144,000 inhabitants who speak 
the German language.

of them that will support a fence of 
"lethal" cables to render air attacks 
harmless. 


British experts say the ring of 


balloons, anchored to steel cables, 
forming a fence around the city, 
would force enemy planes to stay 
so high their bombs would be com- 
paratively harmless, and defense 
planes could fight them off. 
The 


fighting part of the barrage is a for- 
est of cables. The gasbags merely 
serve as supports for that. 


The man in the 'street remains 
skeptical about "his balloon busi- 
ness." He wonders how the gigantic 
hydrogen fence would act in a gale. 
More than one of the experimental 
bags broke loose. One careened to 
France, messing up power lines as it 
passed. 


Volunteers Needed 


Britain is calling for 5.000 more 


volunteers to man the balloon bar- 
rage. Age limits are set at 38 to 50 
so the service will not 
attract 


younger men who are fit for more 
active duty. 


The balloons look like the "sau- 
sage" observation bags of the World 
War. They taper to a pointed tail 
fitted with three fins to keep their 
heads to the wind.

British, Swedish Success in Labor 


Relations Sets High Goal for U. S. 


BY RAYMOND CLAPPEK 


Wmihlngton—Again—tills time from Sweden—President Roosevelt's 


commission on industrial relations brings back a story of how employers 
and labor, in voluntary cooperation, are handling their wage and hour 
problems without having to be driven to it by the government. That is 
the same report the commission brought back from England. 


Over here, we have had so much difficulty between 


labor and employers that the possibility of depending 
upon voluntary cooperation, without the strong arm 
of the law hovering around, has come to be regarded 
by many persons as an idyllic dream impossible by 
realization. 


Yet in England and Sweden we are told by this 


commission—which is composed of a representative 
cross-section of interests, including the head of the 
national association of manufacturers—that voluntary 
cooperation is working. These two reports bring the 
most hopeful information on the subject of labor 
relations that we have had in America^ for a long 
time. 


We had a long period of anarchy followed under 


the Roosevelt administration by a series of laws 
which have introduced government into the situation Raymond Clapper 
without having as yet eliminated the anarchy, as the strike news from 
Michigan, the Pacilic coast, New York City, and almost any other place 
you want to mention, too painfully informs us. 


We regard ourselves in America as having built up the world's greatest 


democracy and as having advanced the art of self-government to an ex- 
ceptional degree. More accurately, 
we have learned how to pass laws 
in an attempt to cover up our own 
inability to work our problems on 
our own private initiative. We 
haven't learned the art of self- 
government, in labor relations, to 
any extent comparable with Great 
Britain and Sweden. There employ- 
ers and employes have between 
themselves self-government of their 
own and it is a going, working, 
widely satisfactory institution in 
which the government plays a de- 
cidedly minor part, largefy that of 
backstop in the rare cases in which 
the two parties most concerned fail 
to reach an agreement. It is real 
self-government when you can Ret 
a thing done without having to pass 
a law.

THE CONDUCT OF SMALL COUNTRIES 


When the Sudeten question came be- 


fore the peacemakers at Paris in 1919 the 
Czechs urged the necessity of leaving the 
Sudeten lands within their borders be- 
cause they would provide a natural de- 
fense against any invader. 


This proposition 
prevailed and thc 


boundary lines were so drawn. Germany 
was never consulted. The Sudetens were 
never consulted. Then the obvious hap- 
pened. 


The Germans in Czechoslovakia re- 


fused until 1927 to participate in the gov- 
ernment.. The cause for this condition can- 
not be blamed upon Hitler. Berlin at the 
time was the capital of a democracy, that 
is if the loose jointed form of government 
set up by Socialists can be so denomi- 
nated. 


This pride of race is a powerful factor 


•which cannot be ignored. The Sudeten 
Germans were formerly 
contented 
al- 


though their land was not within the con- 
fines of Germany because it was in the 
Austro-Hungarian monarchy, the head of 
which was German. 


Neither is the argument of strategic 


defense that won the day at the peace 
table worth anything for a small nation. 
Even with the advantage of "the Sudeten 
mountains the Czechs obviously consider 
their defense against Germany as impos- 
sible. 


The inviolability of small nations can- 


not be built upon fortifications. A power- 
ful enemy can shatter any defense created. 


Holland, wholly without the semblance 


of a defense, flat as a pancake, has not 
been in danger from her neighbors for 
some centuries. She might have suffered 
the same fate as Belgium had conquering 
armies needed her terrain; she might in 
such a situation have delayed her submis- 
sion by spending treasures building Magi- 
not lines. But to no ultimate purpose. She 
keeps a well trained army but her states- 
men have concluded that the best policy is 
to observe the most scrupulous sort of 
neutrality, and pray. 


All the relations existing between Ger- 


many and Czechoslovakia certainly do not 
appear upon the surface. Europe is the 
center of constant plot-and conspiracy. 
That France and Russia lured- the Czechs 
into a policy of seeming hostility to Ber- 
lin and played upon her fears, there can 
be no doubt Her statesmen were clever, 
upright patriots but they were unaccus- 
tomed to the wily turnings and twistings 
of European chancellories and the appar- 
ent heartlessness with which Paris and 
Moscow could toss an ally to the wolf 
pack. 


Supposing no treaty of defense had 


been made by the Czechs with these na- 
tions—what then? It is obvious 
that 


Prague would have fared as well or better 
besides retaining the hundreds of millions 
she needlessly spent upon fortifications. 
She would necessarily have assumed a 
humble attitude toward Germany; Hitler 
might rage and storm and threaten her 
when he was looking for a scapegoat, but 
at least he would not lead her astray to 
her own undoing.

hardly be in a position to buy cotton in 
Alabama. Why doesn't the administration 
stimulate more beet sugar raising and 
maple sugar making in Wisconsin so we 
won't have to purchase any of the sugar- 
cane grown in Alabama? That question 
can wait for Mr. Eoosevelt's third term. It 
is enough to know now that the south is to 
become entirely independent of the corn 
farmer and the dairyman. 


Any policy of government aimed in a 


workable fashion at improving the condi- 
tion of thc American people in any section 
of the country will find warm support 
here. But methods that are limited to 
pulling the South up by pulling the self- 
made North down are worse than value- 
less since they penalize the pioneering 
spirit, compensate the unfit and the shift- 
less and in addition make those who have 
had some measure of success pay out the 
money to others through taxes in order 
that their success may be sapped and 
destroyed.

we should pay a deserved compliment to 
the President since \vc have often ad- 
verted to his broken promises. During his 
first term he said that he was going to 
"try a little of this, and if it didn't work 
try a little of that." He has given full 
measure. He has tried this, that, what, 
why and wherefore.

generally will be glad for the sake 
of the record that he made it any- 
how. 


Mediators 


The mediation of Premier Mus- 


solini might appeal more to Hitler 
than that of a country as far away 
as the United States, especially 
since American mediators would 
require so much time to get into 
action. The Italian dictator has a 
basic sympathy 
with the Hitler 


aims, but, on the other hand, if the 
German dictator wants to find a 
formula for backing down which 
will not hurt him with his own 
people, he can make a grandiose 
peace gesture and agree to Italian 
mediation. 


The formal initiation 01 negotia- 


tions through the auspices of a 
power friendly to Germany and to 
the British and Frencn would be 
tantamount to casting the die for 
peace. Such mediation will come 
only if. behind all the bluff and 
bluster of the last 10 days, there is 
a genuine desire to avoid war. The 
belief prevails here that none of the 
nations wants to risk war and that 
the bluffing will go to the very lim- 
it, even to the point perhaps of 
sending German troops to occupy 
the Sudeten area, by which time 
po_ssibly the intervention of a medi- 
ating influence might be more ac- 
ceptable to Hitler, and then ar- 
rangements to settle the x-arious 
points could proceed in more leis- 
urely fashion. 


To America, the mediation job 


might be distasteful 
because it 


would involve cries from some iso- 
lationists that the United States 
was becoming entangled. But the 
task of mediation is one which no 
government of standing rejects if 
both sides ask it The United States 
has mediated many a dispute in 
the world and has done so success- 
fully. There arc risks, of course, in • 
accepting a mediation role. but. if 
it contributes to world peace, most 
Americans will rejoice and Presi- 
dent Roosevelt and Secretary Hull 
will be justly praised lor their 
timely intervention in ruch a hu- 
manitarian endeavor.

50 Per Cent Higher Than in 1935 


Madlttn—"Three successive years 


of increased spending have brought 
regular state operating expenses to 
a level 50 per cent higher than in 
the 1935 fiscal year," according to a 
summary of state general fund dis- 
bursements made by the Wisconsin 
Taxpayers alliance. 


"The increase in state operating 


expenses from the general fund in 
the fiscal year just ended on June 
30. 1938. wa» $5.411.000, or 12.3 per 
cent higher than operating expen- 
ditures in the 1937 fiscal year. Op- 
erating cxpenditurdes in the 1937 
fiscal year were in turn $8.208.000. 
or 22.9 per cent higher than in 1936, 
and 1938 fiscal year operating out- 
lays were $3,429,000, or 10.6 per cent 
higher than for the fiscal 
year 


ended June 30. 1935." 


Road Costs Increase 


Regular state operating expenses 


included all disbursements 
made 


from the general fund for the sup- 
port of regular state activities. State 
aids, transfers, refunds, and tran- 
sactions made by the state as an 
agent of political subdivisions are 
not included, since they are not 
thought of as regular state operat- 
ing expenses. 


"Outlays for highways and edu- 


cation, excluding state aids, were 
the principal items of increase in 
operating expenses." the bulletin 
went on to* say. "Highway expen- 


ditures in 1938 exceeded tho^e of 
the previous year by more 
than 


$3,000.000 and accounted for about 
three-fifths of increased expendi- 
tures in 1938. Expenditures for the 
University of Wisconsin, which were 
$1,300.000 higher than in 1937. were 
the major cause of the $1.600,000 in- 
crease in education expenses." 


Curb Expenditures- 


Reduction in expenditures for ma- 


jor departments such as the execu- 
tive department, state treasury, in 
dustrial commission constituted the 
largest expenditure decrease 
be- 


tween 1937 and 1938. amounting to 
$328.000. 


"State aids, including relief, were 


7 per cent higher in 1938 than in the 
preceding fiscal year." the Alliance 
pointed out. "This increase is prin- 
cipally due to increases in social se- 
curity aids but in part is caused by 
an increase in educational 
aids 


through payments under the new 
high school aid law. Since 1935. to- 
tal aids excluding relief, increased 
66.5 per cent, also due principally to 
increases in social security aids."

Parents and Teachers 


Wise to Work Together 


BY ANGELO PATRI 


"Why didn't the teacher tell me that he was going to school without 


combing his hair and cleaning his nails instead of giving him a bad mark? 
Now it is on his record card. How does she think I feel? The minute she 
found that he was not properly combed and washed she should have 
called me on the telephone. Instead she gives him a D in personal clean- 
liness." 


There are some things that a teacher cannot be expected to do. Seeing 
that a child is properly bathed and combed and polished for school in 
the morning is one of them. Surely a boy of twelve ought to take care of 
himself in this respect, and surely his mother should look him over be- 
fore he leaves in the morning. Boys of this age must have a little prod- 
ding about personal cleanliness and as he must attend to himself at home, 
home would seem to be the place for the prodding. The teacher does 
her full share when she suggests to the boy that he is not in form for 
school. 


As to calling the home on the telephone no teacher can be expected to 


do that unless in emergency. And the emergency should be plain. If teach- 
ers used the telephone to report that children were not as clean or as 
bright, or as good, as they ought to 
be, mothers would soon leave home. 
Home has its duties as well as 
rights and sending children to 
school in form ready for work, 
seems to be a duty. 


What can a parent expect from a 


teacher? First. I think, that the 
teacher go to work in good health, 
good humor, good form generally. 
Then, that the teacher be interested 
in the general progress of the pupil. 
If he does his work to a decent 
standard, the teacher should be 
ready to praise and encourage him; 
if he falls below that the teacher 
should by all means in his power, 
try to strengthen his failure, wipe 
out his weakness. It is only when 
the teacher must confess failure in 
his own field, that he appeals to 
home for help. 


What kind of help should a teach- 


er expect to get from home? If a 
child is failing and the teacher has 
exhausted all resources to no avail 
he has the right to expect that the 
parents will have the child examin- 
ed by a competent authority and 
present the report to the teacher 
to enable him to work intelligently 
with the child. 
" | 


Asking a parent to teach a child, i 


to coach h:s backwardness, to make I 
him behave in school, is rarely the ; 
effective way. Parents have the , 
right to expect the teacher to do 
the teaching. He is trained for that 
work and paid for it. He should do 


it or have a good reason for not do- 
ing so. Parents are not teachers. 
They have too much to do to keep a 
roof over their heads and food on 
their tables. They cannot be expect- 
ed to make children behave in 
school when the teacher, who is 
with them, cannot do so. Especially 
when we realize that most misbe- 
havior is caused by a lack of pow- 
er or interest in school work. The 
teacher's problem once more. 


Parents and teachers must work 


together. One without the other is 
about one-third effective. Parents 
have the right to expect the teacher 
to teach their children, to discipline 
them in school, to advise about 
their general culture and training 
in relation to school. Teachers have 
the right to expect parental inter- 
est, cooperation and good will. 
They have the right to expect that 
the parents will send the children 
to school in form for learning. That 
implies that they come in good 
health, good spirits and clean in- 
side and out

Considering that the dummy had 


no entry, declarer had played the 
hand as well as possible, but the 
fact remained that he should have 
been 
defeated and undoubtedly 


would have been if East had been 
less mouselike. East, after being 
thrown on lead with the diamond 
queen, had been right in his obser- 
vation that only a club return was 
conceivable, but his selection of the 
ace followed by a low club was 
scarcely the best 
solution. The 


correct return was the club queen! 
Nothing but logic was necessary to 
its selection. If by any chance 
West had the club king, the queen 
lead would be on a par with the 
ace lead. But if the club king was 
in declarer'^ hand, where it certain- 
ly figured to be. the lead of the 
queen was the only one that might 
(and would) have a satisfactory re- 
sult. Only by this lead could East 
retain the semblance of a tcnace 
over dummy's club jack. Of course, 
if declarer happened to have the 
ten spot as well as the king, there 
was nothing to be done about it, 
but there was a very good chance 
that West had the ten-nine or the 
ten-eight of clubs. 


Note how this would work out. 


Declarer must cover the club queen 
or concede two club tricks on the 
spot. After he covers, however, he 
is helpless. If he leads the six of 
clubs. West can play any card and 
Morth's jack loses to East's ace. 
West's ten spot then takes the set-1 
ing trick. If declarer leads the club 
nine after winning with the king. 
West, of course, covers with the 
en. forcing the jack, and the eight 
:pot then becomes the master card.

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Famous People 
of the Stage 
H— EDWIN BOOTH 


Ten years before the outbreak of 


the Civil war, the state of Mary- 
land could boast of a great actor — 
Junius Brutus Booth. Although he 
was English-born and had won his 
first success on the London stage. 
he had been in the United States for 
30 years and had reared a family in 
Maryland. 


In New York Booth owned a the- 


ater, and managed a company. It 
was a good company, but he was 
the best actor, the star who caused 
crowds to come to the plays. 


One of Booth's sons was Edwin, 
a youth of 18. He had taken a few 
small parts on the stage, and had 
shown some talent, but no one 
knew whether he ever could follow 
his father's footsteps. Then came a 
night when his 
father 
suddenly 


pushed him into a leading part, the 
part of King Richard 111. 


It happened in this way. The car- 


riage came for the elder Booth one 
evening, to take him to the theater, 
but he said to his son, "I can't go 
tonight. I don't feel well .enough. 
You go and take my place!" 


What a thing to say to an 18-year- 


old boy. and what a thing for a boy 


,,to have to do! He often had listen- 


ed to his father play King Richard, 
and knew the words by heart, but 
how he must have felt as the car- 
riage rolled toward the theater! 


A crowded house saw a young 


King Richard walk upon the stage, 
not the actor they had come to 
watch. They heard a voice, a dif- 
ferent voice speak the lines— but it 
was a rich voice, a voice with pow- 
er 'and fire. At the end there was an 
outburst of applause, and the new 
young actor was called back for the 
audience to see him again. 


That success did not mean Edwin 


was at once to take the place of his 
father. He had done well, but there 
were many things still to 
learn. 


Soon afterward, he went to Califor- 
nia and appeared on the stage. He 
acted in Nevada as well as in Cali- 
fornia, and even made a journey to 
Australia. 


The rest of Edwin Booth's stage 


career is too long to tell 
much 


about. He returned to the eastern 
part of the United States, acted in 
Richmond, Washington and New 
York, and won greater success than 
his father had known. 
For 100 


nights in succession, he 
played 


"Hamlet" in New York. Later he 
acted in Europe for two years, and 
everywhere he went, people called 
him one of the great. 


Although his success grew, his 


life was marked with one sorrow 
after another. His father died when 
Edwin was only 19. Later his broth- 
er, John Wilkes Booth, shocked the 
world by shooting President Lin- 
coln. Still later he built a theater 
costing $750,000 in New 
York, 


spending more money than the busi- 
ness could stand. 
It seemed he 


could never hope to get out of debt, j 
but he made a tour, as far as Cali- 
fornia. and in one year 
made 


enough to pay most of what 
he 


owed. He died in New York in 1893. 
a brave man who had not let ill 
fortune keep him down.

Remembering now many 
times I had watched this bird walk 
daintily under shrubbery or at the 
edge of a woodland pool, I exam- 
ined its legs and feet 
carefully. 


They were long, slender and flesh- 
colored.
